Bur tharthey are permitted foto be, and to vote in all publicke affaires; we conceive 
is hard meaſure, and full of danger to the Common-wealth, : e'pecially in this juncture of 
time when a perſonal Treatyis moved for by theKing : nothing being more unreaſonable, 
or unſafe thenthat thoſe who ſo lately uſurped a Parliamentary authority, 8& voted his 
coming to Lonaop upon his owne tearmes,and indeavourcd to raiſe a new Warre ſhould 
now be truſted, ro debate and vote in an affaire wherein the peace and freedome of uhis

| Yerthe ſafery of the people being the ſupreame Law, weecannor bur hope, that in this 
fo dangerous a caſe, the Army (acording to their ingagments, Declarations and proteſta- 
tions) will affiſt you and ſce the Liberties of che peop'e in Parliament cleered and fecu- 
xed from the malice and ireachery of thoſe uſurpers, and that thoſe worthy Officers and | 
Commanders of the Army, that are members of this Honourable houſe, will be exem- 
plary unto others in imploying their urmolt indeayours to free this Honorable houſe 
from ſo intollerable a burthen , and neither offer any propoſals or admur of any treaty un*

ſed forthwith to order up23n a ſevere penalty, the return and ſpeezyeoming to the Houſe, 
of all abſent Membe s, againſt whom there is no juſt exception, which we conceive 18 
duc of 1ightrothe Common- wealth, and thac you will be {o far careful of the good of _ 
the Nation, as notto admit of any Treaty, or deb. tz about Propoſals, nor to proceed 
in any other thing, though never ſo much preſſ-d thercunto, until borh chele are 
throughly, and eff:Qtually done, it being as unreaſonable as dangerous, char tie people 
ſhould be concluded;cither by the Vore of ſo many corrup:cd Members, or in theablence 
of ſo many whom they have choſen. | |
